IF NOT LOWEST, WHO WAS AND WHY WERE THEY NOT AWARDED: 


The lowest bidder, Kelley Chevrolet, submitted an overall 
bid for five (5) trucks for $49127.05. We wish to award 
the bid to Westland Dodge for $49677.65. Difference of 
$550.06. The decision was made based on a better Dodge 
warranty of 7 years/70000 miles on the powertrain and 7 
years/100000 miles on corrosion. The Chevrolet S-10 
warranty is 3 years/50000 miles. Also, the Chevrolet 
S-10 does not meet minimum specifications on wheelbase. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE: Three (3) of the trucks will 
be used for N C E D activities. The other two will 
be used in the Abandoned Vehicle ordinance. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: Three of these vehicles 

will replace two Ford Tempos and one Dodge Diplomat 
that are in very bad condition. The maintenance and 
repair for these vehicles is extremely expensive. 
When vehicles break down, inspection schedules cannot 
be met, causing people to lose time from work.
